On last Sunday the dead body of a 


man, in an advanced stage of decom-

A§ ono journeya weetward from 


Bismarck there is little ot novelty to 
attract his attention outside of the 
vast roaches of prairie which seem 
'1'ike the ocean, BO unobstructed is 
tho view .from zoaith to horizon-.. 
Yet we dp pasa through a few rather 
extensive groves of timber near 
Richard ton, Dakota, where we also 
bad a view of Ouster's Lookout, a 
place rendered memorable as being 
the unforfunate General's last camp- 
ing ground. There are also in this 
vicinity, on the lino of Heart River, 
some exceedingly valuable veins ot 
lignite coat, which are being worked 
with profit, the coal being shipped to 
every available point within a circuit 
of sixty miles, though the most of it 
finds a ready market at the two new 
and pretty little towns of Dickinson, 
m Pleasant Valley, and Gladstone, 


having give a way completely to the 
rapid advance of a productive people 
and the Pullman car of civilization.

The 
European stylo of eating with knives 
and forks they criticise as being 
rather work than pleasure. They 
do not use a white table cloth, be- 
cause it reminds thorn 
of deep 


mourning. 
Instead of napkins they 


use packages of thin, soft paper, 
which serve thorn also for handker- 
chiefs. They throw away the sheets 
of paper after they have been once 
mod, and scorn Europeans for using 
the same handkerchief several times. 
Since 1820, when the Chinese thor- 
oughly made the acquaintance of 
Europeans, the napkin has come in- 
to use among them, particularly in 
Canton, but they have modified ils 
use. In the corner of the napkin 
they make a hole and hang it from 
a button on a servant's dress. The 
servant with the napkin goes from 
one guest to another, and thus a 
score of Celestials may use the name 
napkin. Each guest has a saucer, 
a pair of sticks (kuaytzi), a package 
of paper, and a minute cup with salt

"Have you eaten?' (Che too/an 


nina may yon?) is as common a 
greeting among the Chluamen as our 
"How do you do?" 
In their opinion 


he who is able to eat is surely well, 
happy and all right in every respect. 
Eating is the most common subject 
of conversation among them. "How 
many meals a day have you?" "How 
many bowls of rice do you eat in a 
day?" In answer to such questions 
the Celestials always name a larger 
number of meals than they really 
havo* and when, with their hands, 
they show you the size of their 
bowls, you'must understand that 
they usually hyberbolice. 
They 


often address foreigners such Hues- 
tions as these: "Have you ricd 10 
your country ?u "How many meals 
a day de your countrymen eat?" It 
is a common opinion among China- 
men that foreigners come to China 
because they have nothing, or not 
enough to eat at hove. 


Chinamen hold that the stomach 


is the source of Intellectual lift, and, 
therefor*, the more portly a man is 
the wiser he must be. In their lan- 
guage the sentence, "He cats much," 
Is synonymous with "He is a wise 
man." 
As the rich eat far more an- 


imal food than the poor, who subsist 
chiefly on vegetables, so the phrase, 
"Qhcjou d«f" meaning those feeding 
upon meat, is eppllsd to wise, hsp- 


and dlsttvgQisncd men, while 


sauce. Neither sticks nor saucer 
are changed during tbo 
dinner. 


Warm tea and warm whisky are 
served many times during the din- 
ner. 


When a Chinaman gives a formal 


dinner he invites bis guesta cither 
personaly o£by card. Those who 
accept the invitation inform the host 
and send him money, provisions and 
presents, at the cost of from half a 
dollar up to hundreds of dollars. 
The money and presents are entered 
in a special book which is carefully 
preserved for reference.

Thoie contain rows of tables, each 
table seating eight persons.

John Barleycorn Legislature will not 
choose him. 


AT LEAST four years more must 


pass away before the people of Ohio 
will be given another opportunity to 
voto upon constitutional prohibition, 
It is certain the Legislature elected 
last; Tuesday. will not submit an 
amendment, but tho next one may. 
If by that time public sentiment 
scorns to demand it, we have no 
doubt the proper course will be pur- 
sued, providing the Logislaturo is 
Republican, Tho new Legislature 
will be imperious to public senti- 
ment, and will toady to tho saloons, 
to whom, together with the old line 
prohibitionists, they owe their elec- 
tion. 


OKI of the old blue laws of Con- 


necticut passed in 1702 provides that 
"ovory person who shall travel or do 
any secular business or labor, ex- 
cept works of necessity or mercy, or 
keep open any shop, warehouse, or 
manufacturing or mechanical estab- 
lishment, or expose any property for 
•ale, or engage in any sport or recre- 
ation on Sunday, between sunrise 
and sunset, shall be fined not more 
than $4 nor less than $1; but, hay- 
wards may perform all their official 
duties oa said day." Ltst Sunday 
twenty-five men and women of the 
village o! Foxon, near New Haven, 
were arrested for violating this old 
statute and were kept looked up all 
day, the justice refusing to open his 
court until evening after Sunday.

Tmo victory for the Ohio Democ- 


racy last week is being belittled by 
many newspaper writers, but the 
stand taken by those scribblers is 
not upon a substantial basis. There 
is no use in disguising tho fact that 
the defeat is a crushing one, and 
will require honest, hard work to re 
trievc tho lost ground. However, 
we believe Ohio will cast its elector 
al voto for tho Republican candidate 
for President in 1884 for the follow- 
ing reason: 


The victory last week for the De- 


mocracy was obtained upon local 
issues alone, and next year tho con 
tost will be upon National ones. The 
temperance question swamped -us 
this yonr, and of course this can 
have no place in a National contest. 
Moreover, the Democrats being in 
power in tho Legislature they will 
be responsible for temperance tink- 
ering, If they let the Scott law 
alone there will bo no issue, and if 
they repeal it the people will quietly 
robuke them, 


Again, tho Democrats being in 


power in Congress and in the State 
Legislature, they can be depended 
upon to make such blunders as will 
heartily disgust the people, not only 
of Ohio, but of the entire Union, 


Judge Geddes said at Newark this 


week that the Democrats in Con- 
gress would correct the wrongs of 
tho iniquitous tariff laws, which 
means that the Democratic party 
being in favor of free trade, will try 
to foist their views upon the coun- 
try, and this the people will not in 
dorse. Taken all in all, while the 
outlook now seems gloomy, there are 
brilliant rays of hope ahead which 
will load on to victory. 
The Civil Bights Bill Unconatitu- 


tional, 


Tho United States Supreme Court, 


Justice Harlaw assisting, Monday 
rendered a decision declaring the 
Civil Bights bill, as passed in 1875, 
unconstitutional. The opinion was 
a long one and was delivered by 
Justice Brady, and is in substance 
that the National Congress lias no 
power to Legislate for individual 
State. The bill will apply, however, 
to tho District of Columbia and to 
tho Territories. 


In the passage of the law it was 


intended to guarantee to tho colored 
people equal rights with hit white 
brethron in the matter of ho toll, 
theaters and public conveyances. 
The decision of the Court will bo re- 
grcted by the colored people as a 
body and by many whites, but it 
must be regarded as good law, com 
ing as it does from an almost unani- 
mous Court, 
•* 


When the bill first became a law 


there was a necessity for it, no 
doubt, and in the South there may 
be yet; but in the Northern States 
the colored man now receive! proper 
treatment in accordance with 
healthy public sentiment, and in the 
South he can secure it by an exer- 
cising of his manhood and citizen- 
ship. 


The Pittiburg Dispatch very sensl 


bly observes that "the exercise of 
patience and forbearance, combined 
with the proper use of their citizen- 
ship, will probably do more to aid 
the position of the colored people in 
the South than a generation of as- 
sertion of the privileges in which 
they are upheld by United States 
legislation contrary to public feel- 
ing, The decision pute a new legal 
Mpeot upon the standing of the 
negro race, but it depends upon 
themMlvet whether it makes any 
larthg difference in their material 


Fred Douglass, in an interview 


expresses tbe opinion that It te a 
step backward, add ''places the 
LJnited States in the rear of tbe civ- 
ilized countries of Europe and Amer- 
ica." 


Minister Langs ton says uthc only 


thing the colored people in tbo States 
can do when deprived of their civil 
rights, ie to bring action under com- 
mon .law in State Courts. The Civil 
Rights act, did not confer any rights 
upon the colored people, but merely 
provided for tin enforcement of the 
laws conferring those rights, and 
consequently the decision of the 
Court did not take away from the 
colored people any rights conferred 
by the fourteenth amendment. 


A Modern American.

Tom was an untorrifled rebel in the 
days of the civil war, but after the 
conflict was over he accepted things 
as he found them, turned from the 
error of his Southern Democratic 
ways, became a friend of Grant, and 
was appointed to a lucrative Govern- 
ment position by tho great sphinx 
like President. 
Last fall he was 


nominated for Congress by a com- 
plication of Republicans, Greenback- 
ers,. disgusted Democrats and what 
not, and though the district was 
overwhelmingly Democratic, Tom so 
won the good will of tho pooplo that 
he was elected by a majority of over 
9,000. It was not because of any 
particular ability upon the part of 
Tom; neither was it because of any 
particuliar dissatisfaction with Ills 
opponent, but the people of his dis 
triot were so abashed at tho inordin 
ate gall of Tom in pushing himself, 
that they voted for him out of pure 
admiration of his cheek—and lo and 
behold, Tom found himself a Con- 
gressman ! 


Last, spring, after having achieved 


considerable popularity, he went to 
Europe on a pleasure trip, and Mon- 
day of this week returned; Upon 
landing in New York ho ran afoul of 
a modern rcportorial punap, and the 
subjoined is tbe result, from which 
our readers can judge of tbo charac- 
ter of the man. 


The reporter's account of tho in- 


terview is this: 


Colonel Thomas Oohiltree, mem 


bcr of Congress irom tho First Dis- 
trict of Galveaton, Texas, returned 
from his European tour yesterday 
on the new steamer Oregon, along 
with Mrs. Langtry and her ma. A 
reporter met the gallant Colonel in 
the corridor of the Metropolitan Ho- 
tel, and scarcely recognized him, so 
transformed was he in his dress. 
The flashy Texan scarf had given 
way to the latest Parisian fashion, 
his trousers fitted like tights on 
Hamlet and a nobby derby was tip 
ped gently on the back of his bead. 
The rakishly hair which formerly 
distinguished the lurid Ananias of 
the Pampas was missing. 


When accosted by the reporter and 


asked how he enjoyed his foreign 
trip, the gallant Colonel responded: 


"To tell you the solemn truth, I 


had a royal time. 
Before I left 


Washington, where you recollect I 
had a slight discussion over my 
Congressional pay—wlnieh I got, 
you remember—I secured a letter 
from Chet. Arthur, which introduced 
me .to the Prince of Wales, Glad- 
stone, Bismarck and a few other of 
the big guns in Europe, and I felt 
competent te wrestle with Neptune 
or any other watery or solid mon- 
ster. Sea-sick, sir? Of course not. 
Tom Ochiltree never missed a meal 
and hadn't time to be annoyed by 
suoh little matters." 


"What did you do in London ?" 
"Well, sir, I attired myselt in my 


finest toggery, cleaned my sparkler, 
set it prominently in my shirt front 
until it shone forth like a locomotive 
headlight, and •allied ;forth to find 
his Royal Highness, as the British- 
ers call the Prince of Wales. Tha 
letter from Chet. Arthur gained mo 
instant admission, and I was invited 
to indulge in a drive to the races." 


"Did you accept?"

Of course I did. The first duty oi a 
Texan is never to refuse an eligible 
invitation il the host is a Prince of 
the blood. I went, and the way Al 
bert and 1 made the money fly 
among the bookmakers was a eaur 
tion." 


"You went to Germany, I sup-

"Of oourst I did, and had a most 


agreeable time with Bismarck. Old 
'Bis.' is a thoroughbred, too. We 
talked about the American hog, and 
I told the Chancellor that he had 
put his foot in it by his raid on the 
American pwker.

To do up a bundle properly «eoma like a 


very simple and easy thing to do, yet it in not 
avoryone that can do it properly. Bundle* 
wrapping haa become one of the important 
features of many large businesses,, and boys 
arc especially trained for that work. This 
port of a heavy business haa become an item 
of considerable expense. Not only have the 


the young men to be paid, but the 


paper and time used foots up to a largo figwr* 
and in this city of high rents, ovon the epaeo 
occupied by the bundle-wrappers is an item 
worthy of consideration. 


In a large retail store the young man who 


manipulates tho paper and twine earnt his 
money, He muat bo able to work very rap* 
idly and do up bte bundles iu the strongest 
and neatest possible manner. 
To do this, 


when the goods are laid before him, he must 
be able to decide instantly the kind of twine 
and the size and quality of paper which should 
be used. No person, be !u» gentleman or lady, 
tikes to carry a parcel inseciwoly tied, or 
awkwardly done up, So naucU &Hj >« re- 
quired in this line that boys are specially 
trained for it. When placed in tiw wrapping 
department, if they show an adaptability for 
the business, they are kept there, but only a 
small percentage of those who are thus placed 
on trial are kept there, They may bo very 
smart at other tilings, but iu doing up bun- 
dles they are not a auooess. 


There are-some linea of goods which are 


difficult to do up securely and neatly, In a 
musio store in a largo eastern city, where 
forty clerks wore employed, there was only 
one of them who could properly do up a vio- 
lin. Books which are sent by mail or in pa 
per bundles require a great deal of care in 
being done up, in order that tbe string may 
not cut the edges or that their cornel's may 
not be broken by being tossed about, In 
grocery stores very little care is used, and 
QO style whatever Is observed. This may bo 
because it is thought that a man who carries 
home hi* groceries is not apt to be very par- 
ticular about the manner in which his bun- 
dles are done up, But many an unlucky fel- 
low, whose arms wore loaded up wijtb par* 
eels, has sighed to flnd his sugar leaking put 
of a paper bag, or his egg* dropping on» by 
one on the sidewalk, 
Provision stores also 


do up their goods carelessly, aud one has 
hard work to carry home a bundle of meat 
without soiling bis fingers and his clothing. 


Not exactly under the bead of bundle- 


wrapping, but nearly akin to it, comas the 
doing up of newspapers for the mail, The 
magazines and many large daily and weekly 
newspapers use the best brown paper for 
this purpose, but most of the smaller publi- 
cation* are content to use fragments of news- 
papers, circulars, and the like. A machine 
has been invented for, foWuff newspapers, 
bat they have all to be wrapped 
mail by hand. Young nro who are ss*pioy«4 
for tola business acquire wonderful 'pr^sV 
denoy>i*ndoan,do up ssveral-Aundrsd pa- 
pers in an hour. 


From the foregoing facts it will b* s*en 


that bundle-wrapping forms quite an exten- 
sive industry, and In large cities affords em- 
ployment to a large number of persons,

The New York Tribune of Saturday stated 


tfcat tbe Mann Boudoir Car company has 
closed an agreement wttfc tbe New York, 
Now Haven & Hartford and tho Boston & 
Albany railroad companies for running the 
Mann boudoir sleeping cars on the New Yorl 
ft Boston route, by way of Springfield, 
These cars differ 00 radically from the Amer 
lean palace cartt, and apparently offer some 
Buoh decided ad vantages, that a description 
taken from Tbo American Tourist Gazette 
will be of interest. 
They are essentially 


"through cars," L e., while forming comfor- 
table sleepers at night, they are readily oon- 
vortiblo into luxurious day parlor cars, all 
Indications of sleeping arrangements disap- 
pearing. This is a desideratum, the long dis- 
tanuoH traveled by tbo same car in this coun- 
try rendering it indispensable that it bo no 
only a good night car, in which regard our 
palace cars certainly leave much to be do- 
H!ml, The boudoir car has at either end a 
vestibule, from which open respective!; 
huMoH 
1 and gentlemen's dressing rooms an< 


oloHuta. The lavatories are supplied with 
both hot and cold water, while the closets arc 
run) water eloHote, thus preventing the dis- 
agroonblo odors incident to the system in use 
in Uiln country. Connecting tlio vestibules 
mid shut oft from them by doors, is a com 
modioim corridor running along the side o 
tho ear, Opening oft this hallway by doors 
aro no v oral compartment* or boudoirs, win 
arranged for two and some for four persons 
By day these rooms are simply pretty cabins 
with high, arched, clear ceilings, largo plate 
glass windows and one or two luxurious sofas 
with high soft bucks and cushioned arm rests
